Help Protect Alberta from Fires 


Synopsis of Alberta Regulations 


It Is Unlawful: 


To kindle a fire and let it run at large. 

“To kindle, or be a party to kindiing, a fire for camping or branding purposes, 
and leave it unextinguished, 
Tv kindle a fire for the purpose of clearing land, burning stubble or brush,

2. A metal pan of adequate size filled with weter shall he placed under the 
engine as a receptacle for cinders and ashes. 

3. All cinders and ashes shall be thoroughly extinguishe:) before the engine 
is removed from any place where it has been in operation. ; 

4. A barre! of water and two buckets shall be placed conveniently to any 
stack of combustible material near the engine. 

5. A spark arrestor in good repair shall be used and shall not be opened while 
the engine is in operation.

In accordance with the powers vested in the Lieutenant-(sovernor-in-Council 
under section 15 of the Prairie Kires Ordinance, that part of the Province 
lying to the north and west of the North Saskatchewan Hiver and the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway line from Edmonton to Macleod and the range line be- 
tween 25 and 26 from Maeleod to the international Boundary has been de- 
clared a Fire District. ‘ 

In this section of the province no fire shall be kindled for the purpose of 
destroying stubble, brush or for the purpose of clearing land, between the 
hth day of April and the 15th day of November in any year, without first 
obtaining,a permit from a fire guardian. 


When any fire is burning in the ground on any land in a municipal district 
and is not guarded in accordance with the requirements uf the Act, any fire 
guardian may cause the same to be extinguished and the cost thereof shall 
be paid by the couneil of such distriet and charged against the said land 
as taxes.
